Relations between the U.S. and 
Libya have steadily deteriorated since 
Muammer Gaddafi overthrew King 
Idris in 1969. Washington _ still 
maintains diplomatic ties with 
Libya, but it merely keeps ἃ charge 
@atfairs posted in Tripoli, and not 
a full ambassador. 

The U.S. sold eight C-130 trans- 
port planes to Libya in 1973, but 
bas held up delivery because of the 
bad state of relations between the 
two countries. In an interview last 
week with the “Los Angeles Times,” 
Gaddafi said that he might improve 
ties with Washington if the planes 
were released for delivery. 

Officials here said on Friday that 
the U.S. had no plans to send the 
planes to Libya within the near 
future, Libya is a Moslem funda- 
mentalist state which has adopted 
extreme anti-0.S. and anti-Israel 
positions. Gaddafi said last week 
that Israel must be dissolved in any 
Peace agreement arranged in the 
Middie East.

S. Africa sets up black 
‘rehabilitation centres’ 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). — South 
Africa has established “rehabilitation 
centres" for Africans who violate 
the nation's Pass laws to revive 
their “physical, mental and moral 
condition,” the “Rand Daily Mail" 
reported yesterday. 

“Our principle aim is to prevent 
derelicts and idle loafers from be- 
coming hardened criminals,” the 
newspaper quoted Punt Jansen, 
Deputy Minister of Bantu (African) 
Administration, as saying, 

“Our purpose is to rehabilitate 
them into useful members of society,” 
he added. ; 

Pass laws require Africans to carry 
reference books, which govern where 
they may live and work in the 
country. Africans, for example, may 
not live in an area designated for 
whites without official permission. 


The “Rand Daily Mail,” a persist-— 


ent. critic of ..government *, policy, 
branded the centres in an éditorial 
as “redolent of'’evil” and an “Or- 
wellian process.” 

Jansen denied any evil intent be- 
hind the creation of the centres, the 
mumber and location of which has 
not been made public, 

“We are attempting 
Africans with the kind of welfare 
services already avuilable to whites,” 
he said. 

He said a few centres are being 
established with the full knowledge 
of the African homeland or reserve 
governments, which will eventually 


India tightens 
censorship on 


foreign news 


NEW DELHI (AP). — The Indian 
government began asking foreign 
69: dents yesterday to sien 
Pledges that they will submit their 
dispatches to censorship. Officials 
said failure to sign the pledges 
could result in expulsion. 

: The officials maintained they were 
forced to ask for the pledges because 
of what they said were widespread 
violations of censorship regulations 
imposed when Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi proclaimed a state of emer- 
gency on June 26. 

These regulations required both In- 
dian and foreign correspondents to 
submit all news stories to censors 
before publishing or transmitting 
them. More than 50 foreign corres- 
pondents are now In New Delhi. 

The effort to tighten the enforce- 
ment of censorship came two 
before a scheduled meeting of Parlia- 
ment to endorse Mrs. Gandhi’s de- 
claration of an emergency through 
@ presidential decree.

Expansion of bromine exports 
was also held up by the E.E.C.'s 
protective tariff, and by the 


. Arab boycott. Even the recent 


agreement between Israel and 
the Common Market Hmits the 
reduced tariff for bromine and 
its compounds to a quota of 1,800 
tons a year, which will be 
abolished only at the end of 1979. 
And while other bromine 
producers use 70 per cent of their 
output for making ethylene 
dibromide (used as an anti- 
imock additive to petrol) D.S.B. 
could not, because oi] concerns 
and refineries would not allow 


themgelves to be blacklisted on 
account of ties with an Israeli 
supplier. 

The company has therefore 
been driven into developing 
other uses for bromine and its 
compounds — in particular fn 
agriculture (for pest controll. 
but also in industry for manufac- 
turing of fireproof epoxies, fire 
retardants, and plastics, and for 
water purification and disinfec- 
tion. By its actlve research, 
D.S.B. has pioneered severa) new 
bromine products and their 
applications, and is still expan- 
ding its R and D activity. Fully 
25 per cent of its output is used 
by its Beersheba subsidiary — 
Bromine Compounds — and 
another part is processed by 
Broomchemie, its Dutch sub- 
sidiary, both of which are rapid- 
ly expanding. As a result, it has 
both diversified and steadied its 
marketing position, and has also 
greatly Increased its profitabili- 
ty — because the price fetched 
by bromine compounds 
averages double that of bromine 
proper. However, this develop- 
ment has, of course, come to 
fruition only very gradually. 

Laat, but not least, D.S.B.'s ex- 
pansion has been inhibited by its 
dependence on the Elec- 
trochemicals plant (at Acre) for 
the supply of chlorine, which it 
needs for the production of 
bromine. To produce one ton of 
bromine, half-a-ton of chlorine [5 
needed, which must be 
transported over a distance of 
more than 300 km, at high cost. 
Moreover, this supply has prov- 
ed on severa} occasions to be un- 
reliable owing to competing 
alternative demand. The current 
ex of D.S.B. therefore 
also includes the con- 
struction of its own chlorine 
plant, with a capacity of 100 tons 
a day — which would be more |- 
than enough for the bromine 
production envisaged in the near 
future —- due to be operational in 
1977. The entire expansion 
programme is expected to in- 
volve a capital outlay of about 
$50m., and to be completed by 
1978.

ZUBIN MEHTA has been associated 
with the Israel Philharmonic for 
many years, but each time he con- 
ducts he arouses aur admiration 
anew. The performance of "Aida* 
{Gala Premicre, Tel Aviv, Mann 
Auditorium, July 13), was again one 
of Mehta's great triumphs. It was en- 
tirely his Alfa. His conception. his 
emotional intensity, his stamina and 
amazing sense of musico-dramatic 
action, shaped the performance ard 
made {t such ἃ memorable event. 
Under Mehta's baton, the 
orchestra played splendidly and in 
the great final scenes developed an 
enormously dramatic intensity. A 


vesting the orchestral part with such 
magnificent meaning, Mehta 
succeeded in turning even a concert 
performance οὗ dida, which is, to a 
great extent. a visual opera, into 
majestically developing action. 

True, this approach put a tremen- 
doua strain on the singers. Not only 
had they to confront the orchestra on 
stage. Instead of In the pit, but Mehta 
made πὸ concessions to them as far 
as the orchestra was concerned.

To 
balance the lack of visual effects, ac- 
ting ete., Mehta created alternative 
dimensions of drama. 

Of all the singers I would single out 
mezzo-soprano Mignon Dunn as the 
Most spectacular artist on atage. 
Her Amneris was ἃ powerful 
representation. The most beautiful 
voice, perhaps, one of the most ac- 
complished in the world, was that of 
baritone Robert Merill, who sang the 
role of Amonasro. Another magnifi- 
cent voice was that of soprano Gilda 
Cruz-Romo, but her portrayal of 
Aida was not entirely convincing. 
Possibly she needs the stage to ex- 
press herself more strongly. Tenor 
Herman Malamood made an un- 
distinguished Radames. His timbre 
ls nasal and there was little in- 
dividual approach in his perfor- 
mance. Isser Bushkin, bass, as the 
King of Egypt. baritone Raffaele 
Arie, as Ramfis the High Priest. 
Bibiana Goldenthal, soprano, as the 
High Priestess, all contributed to the 
success of the evening.

A QUESTION OF CUSTODY 


THE SUPREME COURT dismissed . 


an appeal against a judgment of the - 
Jerusalem District Court delivered 
on February 18, 1975. 

After the appellant had asked the 
Jerusalem Rebbinicai Court to rule 
on maintenance for her and her 
children, the reapondent applied to 
the same court for a décision re; - 
ding the dissolution of his and the 
appellant’s marriage, interim 
-maintenance for the appellant and 
custody of the couple's four children. 
A few days later the appellant 
brought an action in the Jerusalem 
District Court for maintenance for 
herself and her children and for 
custody of the children. 

Before the District.Court 
took place the Rabbinical Court 
decided that the couple should he 
divorced but postponed any decision 
on the controversial! question of 
custody of the children, while 
refraining completely from con- 
sidering the question of interim 
maintenance for the appellant. Nor 


did they hand down any decision on - 


her request to strike out her earlier 
application for maintenance. 

The District Court fixed 
maintenance ‘for the couple's 
children but dimisged the appellant's 
suit for custody of the children and 
for maiztenance for herself on the 
grounds that the custody question

However, he continued, to the beat 
of his knowledge there was no 
judicial precedent in which the 
custody of children was linked to the 
“genuineness” of a divorce action: 
and, indeed, he.very much doubted if 
thre was room for any such link. 
For just as the genuineness of the in- 
tentiong of any plaintiff, who brings 
an action in a rabbinical or secular 
court, is generally not subject to ex- 
amination, nor would the motives of 
@ person who. brings an action for 
divorce generally be subjected to the 

" test of genuineness. 

A rabbinieal court, therefore, 
would in any case be entitled, and 
even obliged, by virtue of section 3 of 
the Rabbinical Courts Jurisdiction 
Law, to consider any matter which 
by its nature and content is con- 
nected with a divorce suit, if this 
matter constituted an issue hetween 
the parties. And as no one denied, in 
the case under consideration, that 
the question of custody of the 
couple's children was the main bone 
of contention between them, con- 
Unued Justice Kahn, and as the rab- 
binical court had exclusive jurisdic- 
tion In the matter of the couple's 
divorce, then it also had jurisdiction 
to deal with the matter of the custedy 
of-the children, which was directly 
connected with the divorce. 

Furthermore, held Justice Kahn, 
even If the doctrine of 
“genuincness" were lo be applied to 
a mutter of custody of children con- 

“Reeted with a divoree action, It 
would ‘be sufficient, in order to cs- 
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tablish the rabbinical court's 
Jurisdiction, to show that the divorce 
action was genuine, without having 
to establish that connecting the 
custody question with the divorce ac- 
tion was also genuine, since this con- 
nection flows from the content and 
nature of custody and not from the 
volition of the parties. As, therefore, 
he held, the District Court had 
reached the conclusion that the 
respondent’s suit for divorce had 
been genuine, since this was the only 
possible way of resolving the 
relations between the husband and 
wife, and since the respondent had 
brought his suit for divorce and 
custody of the children in the rab- 
binica) court before the appellant 
had brought her action for custody in 
the district court. therefore the rab- 
binieal court had jurisdiction in the 
matter of the custody of the chiidren. 
Justice Kahn then went on to con- 
sider the question of maintenance 
for the appellant, pointing out that 
under the Rabbinical Courts Rules of 
Procedure an application to strike 
out an action had to be brought in 
writing and the decision whether to 
allow it or not came within the dis- 
eretion of the relevant rabbinical 
court. The appellant was, therefore, 
entitled to demand that the rab- 
binical court consider her request to 
strike out her earlier application for 
maintenance. but until such time as 
they had considered it and allowed it 
she wag not entitled to apply to the 
District Court for maintenance. 

In conelusion Justice Kahn ex- 
pressed his doubts as to whether the 
appellant's fears that the rabbinical 
court would be prejudiced against 
her because the respondent is 5 rab- 
bi and head of a yeshivah are well- 
founded. He could not conceive, he 
said, that there could be any basis 
for casting such harsh suspicions on 
the whole judicial! rabbinical 
hierarchy aud could only suggest 
that if any particular dayan or any 
particular rabbinical court appeared 
to the appellant to be prejudiced that 
she ask for a change of composition 
of the court or a change of venue. 

Appeal dismissed without costs.

A reservist now living abroad, not in possession of a form 
431, should inform the nearest Israeli Consulate by tele- 
phone of his address. He will then receive a copy of the 
form, and by returning it completed to the consulate, he 
will re-establish contact between the LD.F. and himself. 


In future, all reservists residing abroad will be required 
to inform the nearest Israeli Consulate of any change of 
address. Form 431 will be used for this purpose.
